Youth or Age can be sculptured into the 
Swissedenture by various means.

of a serene and comfortable sunset of life have been shattered and who have 
been plagued with adversity. Instead of finding the peace and joy which usually 
comes to him whose life has been spent in the service of his fellowmen, fate has 
determined otherwise. And so each year you and I who are still in the full 
bloom of life, with things going well, are asked to share just a small portion with 
those in need. It is certain that those who find themselves in this unhappy con- 
dition had planned well but even the best-laid plans of men go awry due to 
long illness, misfortune or any of the hundreds of other factors which wipe 
away the nest egg put away for a rainy day.
